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This is a decision on the petition to withdraw holding of abandonment filed, August 22, 2002 or, 
in the alternative, under 37 CFR 1.137(a) to revive the above-identified application. This is also 
a decision on the petition under 37 CFR L3 13(c)(2) to withdraw the application from issue. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is GRANTED. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.1 37(a) is DISMISSED as moot in view of the granting of the 
petition to withdraw holding of abandonment. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.313(c)(2) is also DISMISSED as moot for the reason set forth 
below. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee on or before 
November 14, 2001. 

Petitioner asserts that the above-identified application went abandoned due to nonreceipt of the 
Notice of Allowance. The evidence submitted, as well as the file record of this case, discloses 
nonreceipt of the Notice of Allowance mailed August 14, 2001 due to the mailing thereof to an 
incorrect correspondence address by the Office. 

It is the practice of the Office to restart the time period if a new Notice is required. However, in 
this instance, the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) will be used as the reply to continue 
examination. Therefore, the issue fee paid is unnecessary. Accordingly, petitioner may 
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request a refund of the $1280 issue fee, as well as the $15 advanced order fee, by writing to the 
Office of Finance Refiind Section or, in the alternative, petitioner may request that the issue fee 
be applied towards the new Notice of Allowance. However, the request to apply the previously 
paid issue fee to the new Notice must be made in writing and should be accompanied by the new 
Issue Fee Transmittal Form PTOL-85(b), along with a copy of this decision.
